EARLIER REPORT OP DEATH 


GIVEN CREDENCE. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, Dec, 9.—According 


to information received from Salon- 
ica, Miss Ellen M. Sione and Madame 
Tsilka, her companion, are concealed 
in the vicinity of Rilo, (about five 
miles soutli of Dubnitza, in Bulgar- 
ian, territory). 
The 
news was 


brought by -a Macedonian, who left 
-there December 1, and who furnished 
precise information regarding the 
hiding place and the names of the 
agents supplying food for the bri- 
gands and their captives. It is un- 
derstood that the information is con- 
sidered reliable enough to justify 
the American officials in Turkey de- 
spatching emissaries to treat with 
the bandits, and that application has 
already been made to the Turkish 
government for the free passage of 
the emissaries 
across the Turkish 


frontier, which is vigilantly guarded 
by troops stationed at every hundred 
yards.

It is to be built, as it were, on 


the experience of like institutions 
the -world over. 
The mistakes, the 


defects of technical education, in oth- 
er great centers, are to be 'avoided, 
partly by reason of the fact tnat only 
the best experts have been 'consulted 
in planing the institution aud partly 
because 
the 
possession 
of ample 


funds 
will enable the trustees to 


overcome all difficulties that have 
confronted- like institutions at the 
start. Tor with the Ca-niegie schools 
difficulties that grow out of narrow 
eiid-owments will not exist. The idea 
is to gear technical schools in •with, 
the existing public school systems of 
Pittsburg and Allegheny, 
so that 


there will be a steady ascent for the 
capables from the bottom all the way 
to the top. The technical college will 
require a high school for au acade- 
mic education; the high school will 
be superposed on the education of the 
grammar grades, while those whose 
school opportunities are few or want- 
ing the artisan, 
classes 
meet the 


emergency. 


At present any estimate of the ef- 


fect of the Carnegie school on exist- 
ing institutions is mere guesswork. 
It is difficult to see how its influence 
can be localized altogether, since it
